Army's war in Italy, from the landing at 
Salerna on September 9, 19435, until, two 
years later, that army ceased to operate, L was 
ite Chief of Allied Military Government, under 
Generals Mark W. Clark and Lucinn &. 
Truscott, Jr, in-turn, Our organization per- 
formed its primary duty by taking the burden 
of civil administration from the Army com 
mander, and at the same time did «a humani- 
tartan task and made friends for the United 
States and its allies: | 

When late in 1948 an opportunity was. Of 
(ered me to revisit the places we hod adminis- 
tered curing the war, | accepted with alacrity. 
The real measure of military government & 
what happens after the troops depart. 


Sceds of Friendship Have Borne Fruit 


Our military occupation of Ttaly was from 
south to north, My recent journey was from 
north to south, reversing the course of the 
‘ifth Army, For the most part, the prefects, 
mayors, rectors of universities, and other oft- 
clals we appeinted are still in office, despite 
Italy's change from a monarchy to a republic 
and her bitterly fought general elections, 

Virtually everywhere | talked to all classes 
—tuyors; university and Church officials, in- 
dustrializts, authors and artists, shopkeepers, 
laborers, and men of all ranks who had served 
in the late war, incheding some who had 


fought against us. All were friendly, harbor- 
ing no resentment. Those who had been 
prisoners of war in the United States spoke 
of kind treatment and of friendships made. 
Conversing with them in their own language, 
I gained impressions that otherwise might 
have been misserl. 


Italy Must Have Imports to Live 


Ttaly, though only the size of Georgia plus 
Alobama (map, page 695), has a population 
aboyt one-third that of the entire United 
States—and is growing at the rate of about 
half a million a year, Babies are [taly's best 
crop. They, the reduced death rate, and TU, 5. 
immigration laws have caused overpopulation, 

Despite considerable emigration to South 
America and elsewhere, and despite war losses, 
Italy -still has more people than can be ac- 
commodated (page 716). 

This lovely land has priceless treasures of 
culture—art, science, music, literature—but 
inadequate supplies of lumber and of such 
mineral resources as coal, iron, copper, and 
petraleum. Tmports are indispensable, 

My journey, made ina Fiat car, began in 
Milan, called by its financiers: the “moril 
capital” of Ttaly, This huge modern city in 
the center of the plain between the Alps and

otis, and in addition the Gothic Cathedral of 
Milan, the grim medieval Castle Slorgesco,

It now seems most peaceful, with red and 
purple bougainvillea covering the walls. 

Between Milan and Bologna we went over 
the Via Aemilia, named for its builder, Consul 
Marcus Aemilins Lepidus. It his been one 
of Ttaly’s main arteries since [87 mc. 

First on this route we came to the city of 
Pavia, near where the Ticing from Switzerland 
flews into the mighty Po, This ancient capi- 
tal of the kingdon of the Lombards, and 
lnter of the German kingdom of Italy, has 
two renowned institutions: the magnificent 
Carthusian monastery, or Certosa (begun in 
1396), one of the world’s finest examples of 
Renaissance architecture; and the yenerable 
University, which disputes priority in age with 
that of Bologra. | | 

Neither was hurt bv the war, though it had 
been necessary to cover bath with protective 
structures.

Via Aemilia continues on to Parma, which 
is, a5 one American remarked during our stay 
there during the war, “famous as the birth- 
place of Artura Toscanini and the home of 
Parmesan cheese.” Maestro Toscanini is not 
Parma's first famous musician; the great 
Verdi himself! was born in the Province. 

Stamp collectors will remember that Parma, 
as an independent duchy, like Modena, had 
its own Stamps prior to Italy's unification in 
1841, J saw a collection of these rare items 
made for presentation to ‘Toscanini. 

Southeast of Parma lies Reggio Emilia, not 
to be confused with Reggio Calabria. This 
Reggio was probably founded by the same 
M. Aemilius Lepidus whe built the Via 
Aemillia. War burt the town a little, but the 
damage has been repaired. 

At Modena T-visited the City Hall (built 
in 1194 andl later restore), former Fifth Army 
headquarters, and discussed the political de- 
velopments since that never-to-be-forgotten 
April 22, 1945, “Then a group of AMG person- 
nel entered the city amid active street fighting 
and setup government in that building.

present calm that 1 almost doubted my own 
memory, Once more | saw the old University, 
fortunately undamaged, where | had been 
mace an honorary professor, though then [did 
not hove time te deliver the customary lecture. 


Bologna, Fifth Army Goal 


Good old Via Acrmitia took me on to Bo- 
logna, well-remembered goal of the Firth Army 
through all the weary months of the Apen- 
nines Campaign. When we finolly got there 
(April 21, 1945), how rapidly history had 
moved! I drove now through the arcade- 
lined <trevts into. the big public square. ' 

At the west side of the Piazza Maggiore 
(Great Square} is the Communal Palace, built 
just 700 years before Allied Military Govern- 
ment established itself there in the spring of 
1945. 1 visited my former office and stood 
outside for a moment in silent tribute to the 
many victims of Fascist vengeance who had 
been shot there (page 696). 

Bologna’s venerable University, an inspira- 
lion for others of great age, is being restored, 
Though it was not vet ready for visitors, [ was 
invited to see what was being done, and it gave 
mea sense of admiration and wstonishment, 

The former University building, the Archi- 
ginnasio, which became the Hiblioteca Co- 
munale, was built in 1562 ty that same St. 
Carlo. Borromeo whose remains I had scen in 
(he shrine in Milan (page 695). ‘This strin- 
(ure was largely wrecked by a bomb, and the 
fighting thereafter left its mark. 

Here, as elsewhere in Italy, | saw each 
tiny bit of stone, plaster, and wood saved 
for the reverent work of restoration. The 
alma mater of Dante and of Copernicus live 
oti.

Flla Cardinal dalla Costa, Archbishop of 
Florence, had sent 2 representative to the re- 
dedication, tellitte me that he bellewed! it the 
first time such a thing had taken place in 
Tuscany: though we both recalled that the 
late Pietro Cardinal Boetio, Archiishop of 
Genoa, hod kept the Jewish welfare funds 
(uring Fasrist davs, 

Presetit also had been the Chief Chaplain

of the Fifth Army, Col. Patrick J. Ryan: the 
Protestant chaplain; and all of our 
Jewish chapluins:;. Accompanying these men 
of the cloth, 1 had sat with other AMG officers 
and heard an elquent and moving address 
by the president of the Jewith community. 

So touched had been a Jewish officer of 
my staff, Maj. Bertram M. Goldsmith, that 
when the following Christmas: came around 
he had asked: to be allowed to organize the 
AMG party for children. And what a success 
it was! Each needy lttle Florentine received 
a garment and a box of candy, all donated 
by Allied soldiers. 

Florence was its old self save for the ghastly 
open apace: near the Ponte Vecchio, or Old 
Bridge, where once bad stood buildings. Our 
lemporary bridges over the Arna were still 
in tee, Neatly piled squares of Slones were 
all that remained of the Tower of the Guelph 
Party and Colombaria Library, but modern 
replacements were tising. A = l fund, 
on the “buy-a-brick” basis, is g raised 
to teplace Trinity Bridge, fine=t in i Sieeiee 

1 saw some of the manuscripts of the Colom- 
baria Library, a collection of the best of the 
Middle Ages. When the Germans would not 
allow enough time for them to be removed, 
the collection was blown into the street and 
much of it into the Arno. Our Monuments, 
Fine Arts, and Archives officers coused all 
the rubble to be stited-ancd much of it brought 
up from the river. Marvel of marvels, nearly 
70 percent of the collection was. saved. 

From Florence ta Rome we chose the road 
through Siena, practically undamaged gem of 
medieval Tuscany, which looked os if there 
had never been a war, Its narrow walled 
streets teemed with humanity—peasants, arti- 
sans, burghers all rubbing elbows: The svs- 
Lem ‘of one-way streets which AMG enforced 
to cope with traffic was still working. 

T had time but for three visits: the first 
to the preat central public square, the Campa, 
with its stately Polazso Pubblico, or Puoblic 
Palace; the second to the Chigi-Sarncinj 
Palace, where I found my friend Count Guido 
Chigi ‘busily preparing for musical events 
soon to come; and the third to the Cathedral 
of striking black tind white marble with the 
new bronze doors the Count had presented in 
gratitude for Siena’s escape from destruction. 

Scuthward from Siena the rond leads 


through a desolate countryside where stones 


and scrub growth replace the usual rich Tus- 
van scene. We crossed the mountains at 
Roccastrata, a village above the Tuscan 
Mitremima (a marshy region along the comst), 
noted for its breed of large white sheep 
does with lovely coats and ewil dispositions.

Past Lake EBolsena, just west of Monte- 
fiascone, where our commander, Field Marshal 
Lord Alexander (now Governor General of 
Canada) had his headquarters, we reached 
the quaint city of Viterbo, It takes an active 
imagination indeed now to picture war-torn, 
Viterbo as an important Etruscan city of 
what the Romans called Tuscia Romana. 


Info Rome by the Route of Triumphs 


Continuing southward, we reached Rome 
at last. Our car crossed the ‘Tiber and passed 
along the Via Flaminia, through the Porta del 
Papolo, Gate of the People. This was the 
very path followed to the Capitoline by Roman 
generals accorded the coveted triumph." 

T remained some days In Rome, using my 
old roams-at Hotel Excelsior, thanks to its 
director, Comm. Giovanni Genovyesi, who died 
subsequent to my visit, Passing through 
Piazza Venezia, I looked at the palace of that 
nome where Benito Mussolini had his huge 
office from the balcony of which he was wont 
to harangue the crowd, usually assembled by 
order. On the other sice is the building of 
the Venetian insurance company that we used 
as headquarters, with the Rome Allied Area 
Command, 

Near hy is the Capitoline Hill where on 
Jute 5, 1944, General Clark was. joined by 
his corps commanders of the Fifth Army. 

The Germans had Hed the night beiore— 
with the urging of Gen, Geoffrey Keyes's TT 
Corps. Gallant old Gen. Roberto Bencivenga, 
who had commanded the underground and 
with whom we had been in constant radio 
communication, turned over his civil and 
military functions to us. How well. earned 
was the Legion of Merit that President 
Roosevelt awarded him! 

In that building, where once stoud the Tem- 
ple of the Capltoline Jupiter, AMG had its 
afices for two days.

The Pope Appeals to Men of Good Will 


The Pope was, as always, kind, gentle, 
understanding: He has an astounding mem 
ary for facia ‘and folk. With his facility for 
languages he can converse with many visitors 
in their own tongues. He spoke of the need 
of men of good will working together in the 
presence of common danger.

Reaching Cassino in two hours, [ found this 
town on the Rapido River an extraordinary 
mixture of old and new, of destruction and 
reconstruction. It was reduced to rubble by 
Allied! attocks in early 1944, and was finally 
occupied hy Gen. Wladyslaw Anders’ gallant 
Polish If Corps: (page 720), 

With the town the Abbey of Montecassino 
likewise perished. Here, where St. Benedict 
established his rule and founded the order that 
hears his nanw, had been collected priceless 
objects of art and a famous library. Happily 
all thie had been removed to a place of safety 
before the buildings were destroyed by the 
air attack of February 15, 1944. 

We drove up the steep mountain road from 
Cassino to the ruins of the Abbew ane) talked 
with the Benedictine brother in charee of 
the restoration, The destruction, “the will 
af God," he said, was net the first Monte- 
casing had suffered through war, The Lom- 
hards hac laid it waste between A. DB. S81 and 
589. and it had not been rebuilt until 717. 
The Saracens had destroyed it in B84: an 
earthquake had toppled it over in 1349; and 
the French bad partly mined it in 1799, 

“So vou see,” he continued, “we are re- 
building after only four years; whereas our 
brothers once had to wail for more than ‘a 
century and a quarter.’ 

From Cussino the road skirts one village- 

crowned mountain after unother, San Pietro 
was the locale of one of our ‘best official war 
filtms, 

Farther along is Capua, on the Volturne 
River, where but recently AMG had @ center 
of distribution, The town is old, but it i not 
ihe Capua of antiquity, the Samnite capital. 
That, o litth farther along, is now known as 
Santa Maria Capua Vetere, There | saw the 
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ruins of the Roman sanphitheater, The road 
runs right through a gate m the old wall. 
This was the Capua in which Hannibal 
pissed the winter after his troops had defeated 
the Romans at Cannae, 2716-8: ¢. His victory 
made Capua side with Carthage, for the city 
actually hoped to supplant Kome: itself. 
During the winter of 1943-4 the Fifth Army 
wondered whether they would ultimately take 
Rome. They knew Hannibal never hod taken 
it, for all that he wos the greatest master of 
rapid troap movement and audacity of attack 
before Napaleon. The Fifth Army was the 
first force in history to tuke Rome from the 


swuth, if claims on behalf of Belisarius and 


Robert Guiscard are not credited. 
Where Germany First Surrendered 


Caserta is perhaps better remembered: than 
nny Other town in Ltaly, for its gigantic palace 


was héadquarters in turn of the Fifth Army. 


the Fifteenth Army Group, Allied Force, 
Mediterranem Allied Afr Forces, and the 
Mediterranesn Theater of Operations. 

The building, one of the largest in the 
work, was betun in £732. It is to Nuples 
what the Pentagon is to Washington. Here, 
on April 29, 1945, Germén delegates surren- 
dered German forces in Taly to the Allies, 
thereby anticipating the general surrender at 
Reims on V-E Lbay, 

The straight road into Naples, lined with 
plane trees (sycamores), took me past the 
sirparts of Marcianite and (Capodichino, the 
last actively used by Italian and foreign avia- 
tion companies, for Naples is a most important 
center, The buildings, largely destroyed dur- 
ing the war, pare only partly restored, but 
enouch to enable the airport to funetion, 

Naples appeared once more the same sen- 
sous city that hos been loved and criticized 
through the years. Her people have always 
been poor, but tt has heen a poverty without 
shame and largely without sufiering. Food 
is hard to get, but folk manage somehow. 

In the crowded tenement districts | saw 
smiling women Giring for their babies in the 
Streets, ooking on primitive stoves in the 
open, and carrying great burdens. 

1 stopped at Hotel Excelsior, which has 
been virtually rebuilt sinee it was wantonly 
burned by the Germans in [43, The man- 
aver, Signor Giuseppe Bacealin, knew many 
Allied officers and men when he was at the 
Royal Daniele in Venice. 

Artiving-at dusk, | went at once to (alaco- 
inine’s Restaurant, tear the old castle oppo- 
site the Royal Palace, where Giscomine him- 
self, that good friend of Allied guests. during 
our carly stay in Naples, spread for me a 
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feast that old Luculluswould not have scorned. 
He remembered my favorite dishes and 
even had brought in street musicians to sing 
favorite Neapolitan songs, among them the 
familiar Feetew, Funicudd, written in honor 
of the funicular railway up the Vorero. We 
had a part in restoring the funicular aiter the 
Germans had damaged it. 
The Polite “Surrender” of Naples 

On the dramatic day of October 1, 1043, 1 
was one of o small group of AMG officers who 
first reached the City Hall after the Ciermiatiis 
had departed. We had the unique exper 
of receiving the “surrender” of a city which 
was not surrendering at all, a city which very 
much desired our presence, The Germans had 
withdrawn a few hours earlier to the hilltop 
whence they kept Naples under desultory fire. 

Once in the City Hall we were shown intu 
the office of the mayor, though that official, 
a well-known Fascist, had cecamped, In 
charge was Dr. Giuseppe Solimena, Commis 
‘sioner Extraordinary. He, not without eme- 
tion, said that he had the sad duty of sur- 
rendering the city to. us. 

We told him that the Fifth Army had come 

as liberators and nol aa conquerors, and that 
Canora (lark, who was entering the city at 
that moment, would doubtless tell him the 
Same: 

“But,” acked Solimena, “must we not lower 
mir flag?” 

*NOL at all,” wereplied, “We have no wish 
te dishonor the flag of Italy, but we do ask 
that you raise the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jack besice it." 

In so directing, we were carrving out the 
precedent of General Eisenhower, who au- 
thorized ships of the Italian Navy to come 
into port under their own flags, This gave 
the Neapolitans great joy, and ip.a short time 
American and British flags appeared from 
somewhere and the city was ablaze with them. 

Dr, Solimena and T shook handa on the 
haleony where the crowd could see us, and 
repeated this ceremony in other public places 
amid wild applause. Then we all went off 
for luncheon a5 guests of the municipality. 

Alter Italy had declared war against (rer- 
many (October 13, 1943), this fag of Naples 
wis presented to us os “friends and brothers 
who had “refused to dishonor it as enemies." 
A tablet is being erected in the Town Hall 
to commemorate the events of that morning. 

Naples, old ane large ane dirty, contims a 
population descended from many races which, 
in turn, have occupied the-city, [i is Greek 
in origin and may be older than Rome, Its 
very nome is o gerruption of the Greek 
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Neapolts, or New City, to distingwish it from 
Palropolis, the Old City near by, 

During the general elections not long ago 
the Communist Party, which was: overwheim- 
ingly defeated, sought to win popular su 
by using Garibaldi's picture at its emb em. 

Just before the eléction, some of the anti- 
Communists wired the statue of Garibaldi 
near the Naples railway station and concealed 
a loudspeaker. Passers-by were startled to 
hear the statue cry out: “Do not vote for me! 
Do not believe the lies that are told in my 
amet 

The Naples post office has. been repaired 
ant i again in full use, though the great cavity 
in the street caused by the explosion of the 
Germans’ time bomb t still there, walled off 
to protect pedestrians. That explosion oc- 
curred just a week after the Fifth Army 
entered Naples. It cause much loss of life, 
many children beme victines, 

From our AMG offices just across the sireet, 
I happened to be looking on at the moment 
of tragedy. It gained nothing but hatred for 
the Germans, and was of no more military 
value than the burning of the city’s ancient 
archives and the library of the University of 
Naples. 

How busy the pert of Naples now appeared! 
The Germans had turned this port, Italy’ 
second jargest, nto a mass of overturned 
broken ships, and the U. 5. Army had re- 
stored it enouch to meet war needs, 

Now I found the Italians had done much 
more restoration work: but an overturned 
submarine was still used in 1948 ag a walk 
between the shore and a ship in the harbor. 
Much temuins to be done, For this work 
Naples hopes to use Economic Cooperation 
Administration funds. 

Shops which had been emptied by the Ger- 
mans, and could not replenish their stocks 
during the war, are prospering. Luigi Barra 
supplies same of the prettiest and best of 
gloves. Corals and cameos and articles of 
carved tortoise shell once more abound. 

Falernion Wime Can Stull Be Bought 

Wineshops sell all manner of wines, pur- 
ticularly those of this region, such as Capri, 
Ischia, Lachryma Christi, Falerno, Gragnano, 
and many more: Horace wrote of sitting 
under a tree and quafting old Falernian wine,* 

In Naples I visited some of the hospitals 
where we had treated sufferers from typhus 
fever during the epidemic of 1943-44. This 
outbreak was stopped! by use of DDT, Never

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coodly part i under the modern town of 
Resina and cannot be reached, Herculaneywm 
has been more difficult to excavate than Pom- 
peti, since it wis covered originally not with 
dry ashes but with o torrent of liquid mud 
which solidified inte a kind of tufa. Later 
eruptions added lava. 

Passing on, I stopped for a while in Castel- 
laomimare ci Stabia, the Stabiae of the Romans, 
and the third of the three: important towns 
that Vesuvitts destroyed in the year 79. In 
that city the 82nd Airburne Division had 
waited briefly before taking Naples, 

At leneth | reached Sorrento andl stopped 
once more al Hotel Vittoria, which all Fifth 
Army personnel remember as atest area, Tt is 
again open commercially and again one may 
descend by elevator from the hotel to the 
beach for 9 swim in the bluest of water. 

Sorrentiné shops, such as Gargiuly's for 
laces and inlaid wood, are again in operation.

From Sorrento to Capri 

One convenient way of reaching the island 
of Capri is by the restored boat service from 
Sorrento, By a sleepy borse carriage I drove 
from the town of Capri to Anacapri, the 
island's second town, where the new hotel i« 
almost finished. At Capri, | saw again’ San 
Michele, made famous by Axel Munthe's book.

| even viewed the tortoise mentioned in his 


book, High above the town is the ruin of 
the villa of Emperor Tiberius:* 

Bathing at Capri is excellent, whether at the 
Marina Grande or the Marina Piccola. At 
both famous iolk of the world are to be seen 
at play, Recently Italian authorities have 
ruled out two-piece bathing suits for lacties.

Back in Sorrento we drove ground the coast 
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of the  pesbianread the famous Amalfi Drive, 
as foreigners usually call it, ome of the finest 
views in the world and a worthy rival of the 
Comiche near Nice. 

Farther on lies Amalfi, one of the medieval 
mutitime republics of Italy. Its ans now 
appear as part of the coat of arms on the 
ltulian Republic's naval ensign, merchant flag, 
and jack, Amalfi merchants fared forth to 
the Holy Land and instituted the hospital in 
Jerusalem which gave its name to the Knights 
Hospitalers of Si. John in the 11th century. 

AS an honorary citizen, 1 was received fn 
the City Hall and with the officials visited the 
Cathedral. There, though not all Scots know 
it, rest the bones of St. Andrew, 

‘Fishermen in Amalfi: once more oo out at 
night with their lights to attract fish to their 
nets: During the war, for security reasons, 
the British and U.S. Navies prohibited this 
form of fishing. 

Up the mountain from Amalfi is dreamy 
Ravello, to which my small Fiat easily made 
the sharp lurns without backing. Leaving 
the car in the main square, for one must walk 
in Ravello, 1 went to Hotel Caruso Belve 
dere, where Gino Conroe, the proprietor, a 
kinsman of the great Neapolitan-born tenor, 
made me at home.

Cn the road again, | pushed on to Salerno, 
That town holds abiding memories not as

Europe in the early Middle Ages. Until 
Joachim Murat, Napoleon's brother-in- luw, 
Closed it in 1811, it had maintained an un- 
broken history for a thousand vedrs or more. 

St. Thomas Aquinas, while a professor at 
the University of Naples, wrote in praise of 
this famous school, as have many others. Its 
great book on hygiene contains such timeless 
maxims as: “If you want to live in good 
health, drive away il) homer and avoid be- 
coming angry,” or “Don't drink too much; 
eat moderately.” 

In the offices which T had first. visited on 
the day we entered Salerno in 19435, I met once 
more the men whom AMG had placed in 
office. Tt was a happy reunion, for this was 
September 9, Salerno Day, as we call the an- 
niversary of the city’s liberation, 

Follawing our ceremony in the Prefecture of 
Salerno, a motor procession was formed, and 
behind motorcycle policemen with screaming 
sirens {Lord forgive us for teaching them 
that trick!) off we went to [aestum. 

We passed Pontecagnano, town fameus for 
its. pitta, that delectable pastry prepared from 
tomuto, anchovies, an mozzarella cheese 
(made from buifalo milk). 

We saw poor Battipaglia too, an old town 
thrice captured in this war, first bw us, then 
by the Germans; and finally by ws: 

When | first saw tt in 1943, there was, 
literally, not one habitable building left. Now, 
five years later, much of Battipagiia has been 
rebuilt with salvage stone, and there are 
restaurants and shops and homes and smiling 
faces as of yore. There is even a new tail- 
way station, 

Under the personal guidance of Prof. PLC. 
Sestieri, director of archeological work in this 
region, | revisited the fame Greek temples 
at Paestum, the delight of visitors for many 
centuries, The city dates from about 600m c. 

When Allied soldiers first caught sutht of 
these ruined buildings, they thought the dam- 
to had resulted from the present war! Our 
AMG sions ore still in evidence. 


A 435l-year-old Cemetery Uncovered 


4 extreme interest now is the necropolis 
discovered in Parsstum by the merest chance 
of war: 

General Clark bad ordered bulldozers to 
Clear off a level area, When the engineers 
were leveling the ground, they found a nmum- 
her of cists containing pottery, funeral objects, 
and bones—nothing other than a cemetery of 
4500 years ago! (Page 715.) 

Immediately the site was re-covered and the 
lanting strip built some distance may. More 
than thirty of the tombs haye been opener 


wi 


since, and sbout os many have been Iecit 
intact, 

Sestier] tald: me that the date has been fixed 
at not later than 2500 sc. “This is possibly 
the oldest cemetery in Europe,” he said, 
“These tombs were bere before the Trojan 
Warl? 

A half hour's ride south of Paestum lies 
the little town of Aap its name derived 
from the Greek akroja cold fortress atop 
the mountain, 1 found the people busily en- 
vaged in sun-crying figs, the town's chief 
industry. 

Hotel Santa Rosa, where many of our AMG 
men staved, Is under the same old THT 
ment, so that we hac a pleasant reunion and 

toasted Italian, British, and American friends 
in the sweet local wine. 

The bridge. destroved by enemy fire, has 
been tebuilt, and the town is again of easy 
access: Sevural damaged American landing 
craft are still on the beach, From this point 
Marquis Achille di Lorenze, my loval youlun- 
tury secretary through the whole campaign, 
who had been with me thus far on the present 
trip, had to return to Naples. 


A Land of Weird Customs 

South and east of Paestum and Agrapoli 
T entered an area that few visitors see, 

Liicania, as this Compartment of Italy is 
now called (Musselini resumed this ancient 
name and cropped the nome Basilicata), is 
almost an unknown tond in many ways. om- 
munications are difficult and slow; distances 
ate great and poverty even preater. 

Running through Lucanin are some of the 
highest mountains of all the Apennines. Here 
earthquakes abound, Many of the forests 
were destroved Jong age, and the denuded 
rock offers no resistance to the bleak winds. 
Carlo Levi, in his Cériat Stopped at Edoll, 
describes a desolate Lucanian town, 

Here most of the inhabitants believe in 
the presence of supernatural beings such ms 
demigods (usually evil ones) and warlocks. 
Here one wears an amulet to protect against 
the Evil Eye, agoinst Impotence. find agaist 
Satan and other “enemies of God" Oppos- 
ing the evil spirits are angele who sometimes 
transport holy images from place to place. 
There are miraculous grotioes and ways to 
cast out devils. 

This & a most undeveloped area, About 
the only modern thing is the good highway 
running through, with electricity in lim- 
ited supply in the larger places. Here a for- 
eigner is something of a curiosity, though | 
experienced none but kindly treatment.

quest of England. Lord Nelson's feet was 
here, and here the Bourbon dynasty of Naples

Northwest of Gaeta we passed finally into 
the sien of the Pontine Marshes. Here 
Mussolini did an excellent job of improve- 
tient af the land. Powerful pumps drew the 
waiter out ef the mosquito-ridden marshes. 
Thus was muilaria’s malevolent rule of cen- 
turies ended * 

In 1944 the Germons blew up these purnps. 
so that the water again settled in the marshes, 
and comeyuently there were mosquitoes and 
malaria once more, AMG did what. it could 
during the campaign to keep down malaria, 
but it was too much for wn army facing the 
enemy. Now in 1948 the new and repaired 
pumps were working, with the natural recuc- 
tion of mosquitoes and consequently of 
nuilorin (page 721). | 

When the Pontine Marshes were made 
habitable, Mussolini built several new towns, 
lo one of which he gave the Fascist name nf 
Littoria. Tt is now called Latinia (Latina), 
ond has some 20,000 inhabitunts. In this 
modern littl city AMG had its offiwes tn the 
Fascist building Just before we moved inte 
Rome. IT saw our old offices, once more

After a night in Rome, we drove an north- 
wird, continuing the coastal rowd. At o cis- 
tance of some 45 miles T passed through Civi- 
tavecchia, an ald town, as its name implies, 
which was and is again one of the chief ports 
for Rome. We had seen much of it im war- 
time.. 

Farther northward ts Orbetello, famous for 
its eels, shipped all over the world, The cel 
industry, ruined) by the war, has been te- 
auscitated 

We xoppes at Grosseto, which but a few 
vears ago had been an AMG center of dis 
tribution. The inn, formerly our mess, turned 
out a luncheon of dishes which the proprietor 
said “the British and American gentlemen had 
found not bad.” That, as an widerstatement, 
was not bad, either. The arms of the Medici 
family are everywhere, though the town is 
mcwlern, 

We pased through Piombing, another busy 
port where the U.S. Army used to receive 
its supplies after the troops reached the 
north, Many repairs had been made, Un- 
fortunately the boat service was limited, so 
that J could not run over to the island of 
Elba, once the shadowy empire of the exiled 
Napolenn, 

At Cecina, where the Fifth Army had head- 
quarters under pinea near the sen, the pine- 
nut industry again flourishes; Leghorn, or 
Livorno as the Italians call it, was still largely 
wrecked, but the port, Italy” s third largest, 
was working busily. This city was the head- 
quarters of our Mediterranean ‘Theater of 
Operations after we leit Caserta, In the cen- 
ter of town there was then a “black zone” 
which the Germans had walled off- 


Home Town of “Leghorn” Hats 

“Lerhorn” hats are so called merely because 
they have long been-shipped from here. They 
ant made in Fiesole, a suburb of Florence, 

Mussolinis son-in-law, Count Galeazzo 
Ciang, was from Lechorn, We authorized 
his burial after his execution wt his fother- 
it-law's command January 11, 1944.

The great city of Pisa is still fyinu in her 
ruins, but the stones of these ruins have been 
cleared away to 4 preat extent. Along the 
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Arno one must still sorrow at witr's toll of 
Italy's art. But the Cathedral, the Baptistery, 
and the Campanile (Leaning Tower) ore all 
in perfect repair now, for their slight damages 
were healed before the Allies left. | 

So great was General Clark's solicitude for 
the Leaning Tower (for all that the German 
radio said that be was woing to have his 
engineers try to straighten it!) that he would 
not allow soldiers ta climb to the tap lest the 
memy, who had observation, would destroy 
the tower by shellfire and claim we were using 
it asain observation post. When AMG first 
reached Pisa, they founs-similar notices posted 
by the Germans, 

While the great frescoes im the Campo- 
santa (cemetery), such as the “Map of the 
Workl” (1490) ane the “Triumph of Death” 
(1450) were being restored, we found, under 
the plaster that had broken uway, the orig: 
inal brown chalk drawings which had served 
the painters who completed the frescoes. 
These marks had not been seen for some six 
centuries (opposite page), 

From Pisa it is an easy drive to Florence 
ever an almost straight road through typical 
lush Tuscan countryside, We saw oa few 
Roman cattle, as they are called, though the 
breed is usually found chiefly in the Cam- 
pana: They ore large clay-colored beasts, 
as dangerous to strangers now as were their 
ancestors two millennlums ago. In Florence 
T paused only long enough to pick up seme 
jewelry aid leather articles 1 had ordered at 
Leopolde Settopassi’s and Guglielmo Papini’s. 


Pistoia, Famous for Pistols 


An heur’s drive brought us to Pistois, the 
ancient Roman town where Catiline was de- 
feated in 62-8. c. Here was the scene of some 
of the fiercest struggles between the Guelphs 
and Ghibellines, which resulted in the creation 
of the Blacks gnd the Whites, described in 
Dante's Jnferte. 

Fistoia’s many works of art are intact. In 
the City Hall I was given an ancient pistol 
#8 a souvenir of the town where that weapon 
is said to have been invented, 

Across the Porretta Pass; once Brazilian 
Army headquarters, we were back in Emilia, 
pushed om northward, and stopped briefly in 
Mantua (Mantova), where in the ducal palace 
are laid scenes of Argolefto. I had often 
visited the headquarters of the U.S, Army 
Ambitlance Service in the “Rigoletto room” 
mm IES. 

The mst famous Mantuan died some time 
azo. His name was Virgil, Virtually ondam- 
aged, the city appeared to me as busy and as 
untoncemed a3 ever, 
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Arrival in Verona brought to my mind 
Shakespeare's Tivo Gentlemen af Verona anil 
the love affair of Romeo and Juliet. The city 
wae sorely stitten during the war, with the 
loss of beautiful palaces and historic buildings.

The building that used to be pointed out 
by guides as the place of the balcony scene 
of Romeo and Juliet is gone, Since there 
are other palaces with suitable balconies, 
puldes in future will doubtless point out one 
of them. | 

The fine old Communal Palace was undam- 
aged, having been “done over” by Mussolin. 
Once more I visited the huge bedroom which 
my former ADC used to tell peaple that Dante 
ind T had wsed—some centuries apirt. 

Unhurt by this war, as by many which 
preceded it, is the great Reman arena, built 
toward the end of the first century (page 
730), T entered it and with little exercise of 
imagination recalled that day in 1945 when 
we held a great ceremony und gave certifi- 
cates of service to the partisans, whe at the 
time turned) in thousands of weapons. My 
executive officer, Col Arthur E. Sutherland, 
Tr.. now Professor of Law at Cornell, took a 
leadmg part in all the. — 

The splendid statue of Can Grande, one 
of the great Sealiger, or della Scala, family 
is now freed from its protective brick and 
wood covering placed there. during the war.

Tt ap- 
peured in 1945 as soon as ‘sich a publication 
could be mace with safety, The mere pesses- 
sion of such material would have sent one to 
jail in Fascist days, but the fact that it wus 
collected at all shows that even a Duce cannot 
permanently control an individualistic peaple. 

One of the jokes was a set of three dfaw- 
ings: Hitler, Stalin, and Mussolini. Hitler was 
labeled Be fine (srnall mustachel: Stalin was 
Haffene (luirge mustache): and Mussolini was 
marked Batone (buffoon). Italinns love puns. 

Genoa suffered terribly in the war, As 
Italy's largest port, the city was constantly 
the object of attack fronts one side or the other, 
The water front was completely flattened and 
still is a sad sight, though extensive repairs 
are in progress.” 

The Colombia, used by American personnel 
elt ring the war, is now a busy commercial hotel 
again, Genoese insist that they will make full 
repairs to their city and continue te justify 
their proud title of “The Superb.”

hospital confinement. Helen was tired from 
the triple losd af maintaining our home near 
Beston, holding a responsible position at 
Wellesley College, and driving over wintry 
roads to bring me presents and encouragement. 

Belinda was at low ebb, too, after nursing 
six fine pedigreed puppies. 

Those puppies did it! They browht us 
new tires and cash, With the rent from our 
cottage it should be enough. 

T had never been weat even to Albany, and 
Helen had only a faint recollection of her 
childhoud in Nebraska. We would explore 
the West all the way to the Pacific ¢oast. 

There would be no real plan—just “west- 
ward ho—tet"s see what's over the next ridge.” 
As it turned out, this meant a 15,000-mile 
ride into 31 Stutes, three Canntlian Provinces, 
ancl even a slice of Mexico (map, payes 736-7). 


Modern Govered Wagon Heads West 


We were methodical only in equipping our- 
selves for a new, rugged standard of living, 
Into the tronk of our litte four-cylinder car 
went Army-surplus sleeping bags, tested for 
35° below zero, Around these we crammed 
our gasoline conksteve, camp lantern, tent 
stakes. canned goods, auto refrigerator, LX, 
shovel, and tool kit. On the bumper, after 
we vol out west, we hung a water bag. 

Under our legs, aguinst the front seat, went 
the rolled-up tent. Up on the Willys’s: roof 
we put tent poles, fishing rods, bedboards for 
sleeping in the car, and a tarpaulin to keep 
everything dry. ‘Ours was a ‘covered wagon.” 

Let others fight it out over lodgings! We 
were pireparel to make our own bed, either 
on the prairie or inside the tiny sedan, But 
lest Helen stamp on the outomolile horn 
while dreaming, | made a cover for it—out 
of a pie plate. 

The back seat was smothered with suitcases 
and camp blankets, At the top of the pile 
we placed a thick aig and, on that, Belman.

For us the West began when we crossed 
the Mississippi.

Mark Twain had been haunting us. We 
had thought of him as we passed through 
Hartford, Connecticut, where, as he put it, 
people labor along in the old customary way, 
as presidents of insurance companies.” In 
Connecticut he had made his last home and 
last joke, At Elmira, New York, we had 
stopped by his grave, 

Some veurs previously, | had taken time. off 
irom life in a Cambridge soap company to 
read all Mark's works and write an MLA 
thesis upon his opinion of New Englanders— 
and theirs of him. Now I was curious to learn 
what his own home town thought of him. 

Hannibal was clad to talk to us about its 
local boy who mace good, Some townspeople 
whispered that Mark was a ne'éer-do-well, 
Others were tremendously respectful and could 
recite long passages from his works,

“Mark Twain Hatchery and Feeds.” That 
was the sign visible over the famous white- 
washed fence.

From Lincoln we drove toward western 
Nebraska. Towns were few. At each a lofty 
water tower announced its presence from afar, 

In the sand hills south of Long Pine, the 
wind moaned over asea of gross with no sign 
of life hut an occasional “lighthouse,” the 
prairie windmill, The hiss of sand under our 
tires sounded like water against the prow and 
tides of a ship. 

Tn Valentine we saw our first [ndiins— 
Sioux camped near the railroad station. They 
had come in wagons and dilapidate! cars 
from the Rosebud Reservation on the South 
Dakota line. During the night a thunclet- 
starm unloaded 2.06 inches of water, Pdan- 
kets ond papooses were drenched, but Sigux 
spirits remained undampened., 

Indians Botthe Whites—at Baseball 

It was the Fourth of July, and we asked 
two youthful redskins if they had come to 
town to stage an Indian dance. 

“Na,” 2 one, “we're going to play 
the white guys at baseball.” 

On the hall field the Indians waved their 
mitts, tolked things up, took razz from the 
Valentine bleachers and gave it back with 
interest. [liked the feeling in that crew. 
Valentine is only LOO miles from the scene 
of one of the last bitter clashes between 
Sioux and United States troops, the Battle 
af Wounded Raee, in 1890. But you could 
see that the old barriers were down, 

One part of the Niobrara River Valley at 
Valentine wos a5 lush with vegetation and 
trees us our river yallevs in New Enelsand. 
Vet another section was all prairie and canyon, 
and there in the Fort Niobrara National Wild- 
life Refuge, of the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
we Toit! about (70 buffalo, the first real herd 
we had ever seen, 

The buffalo were camera-shy until Belinda 
plummeted through the car window. Then 
their leaders advanced in an ominous, phota- 
cenic, solid front and stared aguressively 
through the fence. Vhere were no casualties. 

At a service station [ heard a motorist 
crumbling about the “monotony” of the tree- 
less expanses in Nebraska and near-by Sites, 
He was typical of a small number of ervss- 
country tourists who cannot see beauty unless 
it looks like home. 

The thick forests Helen and T love at home 
would have spoiled Nebraska's charm—the 
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prairie sky and clouds, the redl-peaked barns 
fanked by whirling ai chargers anil wind- 
mills, the voice of the unceasing wind, the 
pleasant rhythm of the rolling range, dotted 


with isolated bands of Torses, cattle, and 


sheep; names like “Arabia” in the sand hills, 
the rivers lnzing through canyons, the wheat 
helds that moke a green ond gold checker- 
board of the plain, ... 


Badlands and Bodies Bee for Water 


As we left the Cornhusker State, we sliced 
through the southwest corner of South Dakota 
to look at the Badlands. 

For 25 miles we led among these awesome 
formations. They resembled deep western 
canyons and high foreign Alps, but actually 
were neither tall nor deep. IT walked up one 
in five minutes. 

The earth that made them was parched, 
bleached almost white, and cracked by the 


sun into millions of separated inch-squares 


that begged for mercy and water. It was soft 
and crumbled under foot. Why, one could 
nimest knead one's own litth canyons, ravines, 
and jagged peaks out of thie plaster! 

At twilight the “Mounds” region of the 
Badlands glowed red-purple. Color atrength- 
ened as sunlight failed, Weeks later we were 
to know how similar to Arizona’s Painted! 
Desert were these round hillocks, splashed 
with paint (page 744), 

The ground was booby-trapped with cactis. 
I found that out when we bod finished wash- 
ing the supper dishes and I sat down heavily 
beside the tent, 

“This is the life!" 1 said on the way down, 
aml something quite different on the way up. 
An operation was performed under the moon. 

In this wrid air our inelies became as cle- 
hydrated as the soil. Every few hours we 
crawled out of the tent to take a long drink 
from the water bag on the aute bumper, 

Next night we tumed on the dashboard 
light and saw the speedometer ticking past 
3.400. We had explored the Block. Hills, 
Mount Rushmore National Memorinl, and 
the Needles. Niw it was midnight uncer a 
full moon, and the Wyoming skyline coasted 
by us in lazy black wayves.* 

Over the car radio came crystal-clear music 
from Caleary, Alberta, and also from Paort- 
land, Oregon.

As we followed the tid-mile drive which 
winds through the park ino figure eimht, | 
recalled travel posters | had seen in London 
advertising the United States os a package of 
ckyscrapers, canyons, and geysers. An odd 
teamup, yet apt in its way. 
towered, teeming Fast, season with the fan- 
tustic West, and perhips one hos—America. 
Merhaps.

Dawn's redness struck the sermited Teton 
spires at 12,008 ancl 13,000-oot hetehts and 
then crept down toward our Jenny Lake camp- 
urmuind (page 758). 

But before it arrived, 1 had eaten my break- 
fast and wad on the Téton Glacier trail, Helen 
watched me go with a glint in her eve, half 
of apprehension, half of amusement. 

Whenever we go camping, Helen seeks fresh- 
nir kisure—ond I, a mountain, She thinks 
me dcrzy goat, but family tradition marches 
with me on every high trail, 

My family and 1 have often packed over 
the Mount W ‘washington are and over the 
Knife Edge of Maine's Mount Katahdin, and 
have slept beside porcupines in just about 
every Appalachimn Muountuin Club hut in 
ew Esnelaned, 

So naw [ applied the New England-trained 
muscles to the ‘Teton Glacier tril and made 
comparisons, I hiked up—-and up—aond up. 

Finally [ had gone skyward for four long 
tiles, or almut the same distance us would 
have taken me to the summit of the highes 
New Hampshire peak. But here Twas only 
halfway (page 759). At 9.750 feet the trail 
still zoomed at heaven. The West, I decided, 
has mountain. Even Mount Washington was 
never tile this!

From Diexy Peak to Grassy Flain 


Turning north, through Vellowstone again, 
we headed for Glacier National Park. 

Northwest of trreat Falls, Montana, High- 
way 69, like the old wagon trails, tries val- 
iantly te cross endless grass, Hour after hour 
the same ridge of tlistant mountains remidins 
ohstinately on one's left, giving the traveler 
the impression that be has not moved at all. 

At twilight our position seemerd the same, 
squarely in the center of a treeless table. 
We pitched our tent and slept. 

In the morning we found that four other 
motorists near by had spread their sleeping 
hags right on the ground, with only the Mon- 
tana sky for cover (page 748). 

Twenty miles farther on, Helen talked to 
a wizened sheepherder dawn ly at mcdedly 
water hole, who said he would like Belinda 
for o sheep dog.

“Going to the Sun” in Glacter Park 


By early afternoon we were “Going to the 
Sun.’ ‘The main highway in Glacier National 
Park bears that tantalizing name. A 53-mile 
constniction matvel, it carried tts to the heart 
ot Montana's Switzerland, where some 60 
glaciers, 200 lakes, an 1,558 square miles of 


stiperlative Rocky Mountain scepery decorate 
get Canadian border (page 757). 
The sithts along that road! Catarmets 


dropped from high-altitude snowfields down 
over tremendous rock walls into shimmering 
finality. Mountains blazed with brilliant ver- 
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dire on their slopes, and with scarlet rock 
and snow on their peaks. 

Milky jade lukes sat in the ravines—danbs: 
of green paint that made one rub one's eyes 
in dishelef. Glacker water. filled with ice- 
eround rock silt, was responsible for this 
unusual color, 

When we had gone sunward for eight miles, 
we drove through a snow “uvalanche"—at 
least to a bug-eved tourist. Actually it was 
only im impressively. steep snowheld. Even 
in July ft was still moving acrass the road, 
koeping shovelers busy. 

Over Logan Pass hung hundreds of feet of 
ereenery and rock, It looked like a stony 
lawn which had mannged to kick its feet up 
in the air and stand on edge, <Aptly called 
the Garden Wall, it cuts like a sharp knife 
blade through miles of sky and constitutes 
the Continental Divide, 

Near Logan Pass wasn gem which four out 
of five motorists miss—Hidden Lake, a large 
blue snow pend whieh laps all summer at the 
icy crusts lining its rim, Helen and T thought 
it well worth its price: feet sopping wel from 
crossing two miles of soggy alpine meadows 
and melting snowfields. 

Coming hack; we received a bonus. <A 
mountain plarmigan appeared on. the trail 
with her chicks, all unruftled) at sight of 
Belinda, 


Toowbold Bears Are Deported 


When we camped at Avulanche Creek, a 
hie brown bear came begging from tent to 
tent. We were now quite accustomed to briin, 
having been formally intrwluced at Yellow- 
stone. But this one was becoming too familiar 
and soon was trapped in a cage-on-wheels 
by the rangers, He had lost his wariness of 
humans and wos now -so bold and such a 
campground nuisance that he had to be carted 
away a few miles. 

A ranger explained that the prisoner would 
probably receive three rides. [f he came hack 
the first time, a= beara often do, he would 
receive a second ond longer ride. And as for 
the third ride, brother bear would have sore 
paws indeed if he managed to walk back 
irom that one! 

On Going to the Sun Hivhway traffic fame 
usiially meant oa bear feeder ahead. While 
horne honkel, one man hired bruin into the 
nicedle of the cowed, offeree] foorl with his left 
hand, and stroked the animal with his right. 
He was lucky to retain either. 

We learned that even “sensible” feeding is 
dangerous. Many bears cont be given half 
2 lunch bar—they wart it all, and will claw 
at homan flesh to get it, But we felt little 
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salicitude towird people who broke the no- 
feeding rules (page 739),

“Now that you've come this far, you might 
as well go on up into the Canadian Rockies,” 
a chance acquaintance from Michigon said. 
We did, but that is another story. 

As we left the aiputoent ‘Rockies anil 
rolled on toward the Pacific coast, we made 
assorted and innumerable new friends of the 
road, “Sagebrushers” such traveling campers

People live, act, and even speak a good 
deal olike out in God's country, The Ameri- 
can Campero is the best melting pot I 
have ever encountered, Vou talk amall talk, 
bit it adds up to perfect unity arid a conm- 
plete forgetting of State boundaries, because 
evervone for the moment has a single pursuit 
—American grandeur, 

Helen had never camped before: She is an 
average American woman anil mighty fussy 
about keeepoinngs herself tidy. “How did vin 
stay clean?” friends asked later. 

Our campstove provided hot water in large 
puns, and our tent gave us privacy, Even

Inconventences were few, During-a dav'’s 
drive we could usually get ten pounds of ice 
for cur small car refrigerator.

Firewood and fiteplace, picnic “dinner 
tabie,” water spigot, restrooms, sometimes 
showers, log-marked “private™ parking space, 
fasoling station, restaurant, information. cen- 
ter, grocery store—all these were etiher at 
our camp sites or a few yards from them. 

Campgrounds were right up against the 
prandecur.we came to see, handy to the starting 
paints of wonderful tranger-conducted nature 
walks, anil close to the outdoor auditoriums 
where rangers stage the main attraction of 2 
mitional park evening, the carpfire preeran, 
So always at our elhdw were the finest of 
informative ranger talks, color movies, color 
stills “a different park subject treated each 
night.

In the car, Belinda slept so quietly on ber 
tower of duffel that we grew accustomed to 
hearing noe sound from ber for hours.

Our dash down the granc| Columbia. River 
Highway was the more triumphant becuse 
we knew the big stream was eweeping us to 
the unknown shore. 

The river was a total surprise to us. We 
had anticipated) deep forests, leaping salmon, 
thundering Niagaras, and a torrentin) blue 
stream, Instead, at the eastern entrance to 
the highway we came upon a moddy Colum- 
hia, fumbling through brown and treeless 
(esolation, Wild desert cliffs on which pasapile 
write “Where Will You Spend Eternity?” held 
sinister urms high above the naked Columbia 
Valley, 

Looking down from wind-swept heichts, we 
felt as if poised abowe a wild barren planet 
with one solitary tiver snaking along Its sur- 
face, The desvlation was as romantically 
alluring as the moors of England, 

Near Portland the river assumed more the 
Character we had expected. 

At twilight we arrived on the western shore 
at Neotsu, Oregon. Belinda only growled at 
the breakers. Hut Helen and Tf felt an exalta- 
lion, 2 surging emotion, This was the end 
at “westward he.” 

Along the Unpacifie Coast 

For three days: we explored the steeply 
walled and forested Oregon coast, camping 
along Highway 101. Big tricks nimbled past 
us through the fog atop the sea cliffs; carting 
as few as one to three logs, sp titande are the 
Oregon trees. secured with ponderous chains: 

Suriside lookouts bore names that bespoke 
the power of the Pacific: Devils Punch Bowl, 
Cape Foulweather, Cape Perpetua, Boiler Bay, 
Dewil's Churn. The so-called “Pacific” seemed 
rougher than our Atlantic, 

The Pacific States; we discovered, held fost 
to a covered-wagon ani gold-rush heritage 
never known to the Athintic. In Klaniath 
Falls, Oregon, a hushily bearded face loomed 
at Helen over a a drugstore counter, Anmother 
hirsute head popped at me over a five-and- 
clime-store counter. 

I summoned courage to ask my hairy one 
concerning his religion. He said he belonged 
fa no strange order, but—didn't [ know?-— 
Klamath Falls was observing the centennial 
of the opening of the Southern Route to 
Oregon, and the growing of pioneer fuzz wae 
practically a local law, 

In the mail we picked up regularly at post- 
atice general-delivery windows, there were re- 
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peated invitations from our San Diego rel 
tives. After nearly §,000 miles of sleeping 
on hard ground of car bedbourds, the pleasing 
mental picture of real beds and seaside re- 
laxation in San Diego kept us hurrying: squth- 
ward, and we caught but rushing glimpses of 
the miracles Nature and man have worked 
Alone this incredible eomst. 

We kept comparing what we saw in terms 
of the Atlantic seaboard. Certainly nowhere 
along our own coast could people drive more 
than 6,000 feet up into the sky and look down 
inte a mountain filled with water, 

Crater Lake, Oregon, in an old volun, was 
amazing for more than this. The drive around 
its mountaintop tim is 45 miles long, This 
is the deepest lake within the 48 States, Its 
blieness puts the Mediterranean and the very 
sky to shun (page 760), 

The Redwood Highway in northern Culi- 
fornia had surprises waiting for us, too 
(pages 751,764,765). Thad no idea that the 
cathedrallike grandeur of the redwood titans 
would be si heightened by that of the sea. 

In northern California we climbed atop 
10.466-foot Lassen Peak, only recently active 
volcano in the United States, | crawled 
down close to the small remaining patch of 
yellow volcanic. crust and steam, and could 
see nothing more dangerous than in similar 
regions in Yellowstone. The volcano punished 
me for that thought: when | sat down, I came 
up with smoking trousers, 

Virginia City, Nevatla, fatulous gold-mining 
town which bummed down in 1875, still has 
600 miles of Comstock Lode tunneling wnider- 
neath its few remaining buildings: It sits 
courageously in the desert, doing a good tour- 
ist business, We saw only one miner, the old- 
tions Hah in his eve, still hard-at it in @ town 

ich has had its golden days (page 742)." 
ep we were haunted by Mark Twain. 
He adopted his pseudonym here, wrote his 
first famous published story, about the Jump- 
Ing Frog, and also fought a duel. 
‘Spectacular San Francisco 

San Francisco broke down our camping 
morale. Weused a hotel. We tried our litte 
car on most of the city hills and felt as if 
falling froma skyscraper when we plummeted 
down California Street. 

From beyond Golden Gate Bridge fog came 
Tushing in over the tall buildings in’ sun- 
colored wisps, 

But Golten Gate, for us, was not the bridge 
of San Francisoo, Give us the San Froncisen-

One of the longest in the world, tt carries six- 
lane traffic on the upper level, or “deck,” and, 
on the lower deck, three truck lanes and two 
interurban lanes, across 44) miles of sen water, 
Motorists approaching San Francisco on it can 
look down upon the city’s remarkable beauty." 

Yosemite National Park was in dry season. 
The falls seen from the unbelievuble heights 
of Glacier and Washbum Points were thin 
but could never be disappointing (page 761). 

Going on to the Mariposa Grove of giant 
sequaias, we met Grizely Giant. Older than 
King Tutankhamen, the tremendous tree 
made us marvel at the Force which has kept 
him living since the dawn of civiliantion 
(page 763),7 

At Monterey we found East-West similarity. 
Take Rockport and Gloucester, Massachusetts, 
tod heaping tablespoons of ald Spanish houses, 
and you have California's Monterey. The 
same clutter of boats and tackle was here. 
Sitting on white sea boulders, Belinda looked 
muxalec, lifted her nose to the briny air, and 
sniffed to make sure these were not the Basa 
Rocks of her native north shore (page 766), 

The shore line south of Monterey and Car- 
mel (page 769) bore litle resemblance to 
the wooded cite and bays of New England, 
California cliffs extended for much longer dis- 
tances and were topped by brown grass in- 
stead of trees (page 767). 

Few people were on the beaches. At times 
the effect was yirginal, as if we were pushing 
through country untouched by man, 

At Loe Anweles we camped In Tujunga Can- 
yon, f ravine as untamed and barren, 2s 
spaciously silent, as if there were a deseri 
next door instead of the motropolis, 


Ohl Wells Near “City of the Angels" 


We were startled to find ofl wells so profuse 
near Los Angeles that the derricks blackened 
the sky along oceanside highways, the drills 
working the grounds of seaside cottages and 
even pulling of] out of beaches, 

Sat Diego wis now so near that we stopped 
in the sprawling “City of the Angels” only 
long enough for a glimpse of Hollywood's 
movie-making~ and oa visit to Riverside. 
Afission Inn's historical collection includes a 
bell rung by the town crier of Bedford, Masea- 
chusetis, on the night of Paul Revere’s ride. 
1 threatened to smugele it back to Massa- 
chusetis, but my friends of the inn won be- 
catise the bell was chained down (page 755), 

When we finally came to Son Diego, two 
tired ‘savebrishers” craved nothing more than 
to wittzle their toes in the beach sand, Ina 
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backyard overlooking the Pacific we went an 
living. in a@ tent, but now in luxury, with 
cots, Taliresses, ind other comforts provided 
by our relatives, who fed us home-cooked 
mitts, 

Next door was a cactus ranch, The kindly 
owner, Mr. Lewis Walmsley, gave us. many 
hours of his time, arranging lovely displays 
of cactus flowers, and those of other fleshy 
plants. for us to photograph (page 768), 
Talking with gentle earnestness about his 
plant friends, he was quite unaware of using 
technical language:

Phocked from the river, the logs tumbled 
throweh barrel-shaped barking machines, and 
into grinders, chippers, and digesters, Sul- 
phite and groundwood were mixed in tanks. 
Screened and washed, the cremmy “soup” 
poured out on the “wet end” of the long 
paper machines.

screen, which muced along at 1,200 feet a

In cavernous sheds I walked past newsprint 
rolls piled $0. feet high, Stenciled on the 
packages were names of famous journals:

From Grand Falls 1 rode on west to Corner 
Brook, chief town ond port of the island's

foundiind Pulp and Paper Mills Limited and 
a luctative herring fishery feed and clothe a 
hig share of the west-const population, Ho- 
waters ciplovs 7,000 on an annual pay roll 
of almost $14,000,000, The larger of the 
country’s two paper mills, the company. has 
recently increased its eae by 40 percent, 

General Manager A, M.S. Lewin showed 
me through the clean, brightly painted plant. 
lt was devouring about 1400 cords of spruce 
and fir a day (pages 800-801 \ 

Late in August Sisson anil I biked and 
paddled to Serpentine River, a famous fishing 
stream. Jt flows from 4 mountain-rimmed 
lake of the same name to the west coast. 

The train dropped us beside a weathered 
sign that sail “Serpentine,” There was no 
station, not even a section hut, Our guides. 
John Diuffney and Jim White, swung parks 
to their shoulders, and we were off (page 802). 
Alter seven bogey upeand-down trail miles 
we paddled seven more niles clown the lake. 

Steep hills rose from both shores, clothed 
with forest never touched by the ax. White 
bands of waterfalls streaked) worded heights 
and barren, rusty mountains bevond. 

The cabins stood where the Serpentine 
River flows out of the lake. Near by we had

trout fishing such as 1 had dreamed of but 
Hever realived, A fat sen-run brook trout 
rose To almost every cast. 

Thrill of the Salman's Leap 

With salmon we did poorly, The guides 
san! fishing on the rise of the stream was 
almost useless. (After weeks of drought, it 
rained all three days we were there!) 

John. would tonsely whisper, “There thev 
are!” and point out shoals of salmon lying 
in the poals, We offered those big fish every- 
thing in the book—hig flies and little flirs, 
dry and wet, Even the guides drew blonk. 

We managed to take some erilse, young 
salmon of four or five pounds. What a thrill 
to feel the rod tremble os a fish crisscrossed 
the swilt water with arrowy runs! 

Just sliding down the glorious river was 
joy enough, There was no soun] save the 
whisper of the stream are! the rattle of a 
kingtisher flushed from his perch. 

Then we pushed back upstream. That was 
work—for the vuides, who poled up the most 
turbulent stretches, 

The influx from the United States. and 
Canada of salmon fishermen and hunters of 
moose, caribou, duck, and “partridge” (willow 
grouse, or willow ptarnigan) constantly in- 
creases, Accommodations are expanding, 

To see remote, isolated outports, 1 boarded 
the Vortaern Ranger at Corner Brook, This 
stout litth: steamer ic one of o fleet that shut- 
tles mail, supplies, and people all around the 
island during the ice-free months, 

We suiled up and down the long northern 
finger of Newfoundland, The ship stopped 
at 61 ports, Where we tied up to a wharl, 
the whole village rushed aboard. Where we 
anchored in a harbour, small boats crammed! 
wilh waving men, women, and children 
swarmed out from land (pages 794, $04).

Our vessel skirted capes where candy-striped 
lighthouses lifted welcome torches. Hamlets 
of a few score fisheriolk or woodcutters hud- 
(led in the coves. Some villagers hove never

; Most inlanders and even many salty 
.¥ 2 citizens who help catch more than 


a billion each year might miss that question 
on a radio quiz program. For this fish prob- 
ably hos more nicknames than any other. 
In the months spent with menhaden fisher- 
men Taeldom heard the proper name. — 

Vet more menhaden have been taken from 
American witters than any other species, and 
today they form the basis of Uncle Sam's 
largest commercial fishery, 

A Herring of Many Nannies 

Along the Maryland and Virginia coasts 
vou hear leather-skinned men, who have been 
seining menhaden for a generation, speak of 
their hauls of bicphinr buahsh, olelwite, 
tlewife, ereentail, and chebor. 

In Delaware vay hear those names andl 
messhunker, too, Connecticut adds whitefizh, 
honyfish, anc eae North Carolinians call 
them fathack, although now and then some- 
one will mention shad or por. 

The fact that menhaden have never been 
popular for human consumption may be an- 
other reason they are = litth known, From 
time to time scarcity of food near the fisheries 
has landed <mall numbers on local dining 
tables; but attempts to market them as food 
fish on a commercial scale have failed. 

A menhaden canning plant was established 
at Morehead City. North Carolina, before 
World War UL. but after it was destroved by 
fire in 1246 Its owners abandoned the enter- 
prise and there has been no attempt to erect 
another plant. 

The common corrpladn tone hears about the 
edibility of the fish is that they are too oily, 
ton moealy, wo, for their cite, too bony, ATen- 
haden roc, however, does find A market. 1 
sampled it at Morehead City’s Water Front 
Cafe. In taste it was not unlike shad foe, 
but it takes four to six to equal the roe of 
the average larger fish. 

The menhaden is one of the numerous 
members of the herring: family, Last year 
over 1417,000,000 menhaden, weighing more 
than 950,000,000 pounds, were processed.

L& the Natiinal Geowraphic Society has 
relrawn its Mop of Europe and the 
Near East in the light of the five World 
War Tl treaties signed thus far (page $27). 
Because on pence treaty with Germany has 
not yet been possible, the map can show only 
the actual or de facto boundaries which 
exist, as of April 1, 1949, on Germany's east- 
em borders, with Soviet Russia and its satel- 
lite Poland in possession of thousands of 
square miles of former German territory." 
These acquisitions have not been recognized 
bv the United States, and this country has 
publicly disapproved Russia's absorption of 
the Baltic States of Latvia, Estonia, and 
Lithwurria.

Not until peace treaties with Germany anc 
Austria are sianed by the United States and 
our Allies in World War 11 will the boundaries 
of these countries be officially fixer, In spite 
of the fact that some boundaries shown in 
eastern Europe are not official, this map has 
great permanent value as a record of the dis- 
organized situation, the confusion, stil] exist.

Map Shows Actual Boundaries 

Thus The Society's new map, which reaches 
lts members os a supplement to this June 
issue of their Macazinr, shows the actual 
though unrecognized boundaries of territory 
administered os part of Russia and Poland 
and guarded by their troops. 

Other bowndaries am! territorial changes 
shown ate results of treatics concluded with 
Italy, Finland, Hungary, Romania, and Bul- 
varia. | 

The map alo shows clearly the four oecu- 
pation zunes—United States, British, French, 
and Soviet Russitn—into which Germany and 
Austria are divided. 

Since 1938 Russia has taken over b82,500 
square miles of territery—an area about 
equivalent toa Califormia, Maryland, New 
Hampshire, and Delaware, 

This territory has been acquired in three 
ways: by unauthorized absorption of the 
Bultic States, occupation of northern East 
Prussia pending a German peace treaty, and 
accessions of land ceded by Finland, Poland, 
(Czechoslovakia, and Romania by treaty. 

That is only a small part of the story of 


A’ SERVICE to its 1,800,000 members 
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Russiin expansion, since the figure does not 
include Soviet-occupied Germany and the 
still nominally independent countries under 
Russian influence and behind its Iron Curtain: 
Palaml, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Romania, 
Bulgaria, Albania, and, to a less extent, Yugo- 
slavia. Tn all these countries except Albania, 
the United States maintains diplomatic rep- 
resentation. 


Need for Frequent Revision of Map 


Shifting sovereignties and boundaries in 
Europe iusirate the need for constant te- 
visions of the National Geographic Society's 
map supyalements, 

Every area changing sovereignty has tm- 
mediately made a major revision of its place 
nibs. | 

This map shows 300 new place ames in the 
Soviet and Polish territories, In Russia and 
Poland many cities and towns have been te- 
named entirely since World War [1. 

These new names are essential for the 
proper addressing of letters to those pluces. 
Letters not addressed by the new designations 
dready have come back with the notation 
“No such place.” This information is also 
essential to studenis of geography and inter- 
national afiairs. 

In all the new Soviet territory old place 
names bave been Russianiged of swept from 
the map and new anes substituted, On the 
new map these now conform to the latest 
Russian maps, 

For example, in northern Enst Prussia 
Kinigsberg is now Kaliningrad, named for the 
late president of the U. 5, 5. BR., Mikhail 
Kalinin, ‘Tilsit and Insterburg have been 
renamed Sovetsk and Chernyakhovsk. Even 
those familiar with the region will have to 
start anew to learn the cities of the former 
Prussian State. 

The name of Rybinsk, a city of major im- 
portance 165 miles north of Moscow, has been 
changed to Shcberbakov after another promi-

The map features oil pipe lines, shown in 
black, and includes ofl pumping stations, In 
the southewst corner af the map, where the 
rich Arabian oil fields are located, The So- 
ciety fas shown the progress being made in 
construction of a 30- to 41-inch pipe line from 
the Abqaiq il field seross Saudi Arabia, 
Transjerdan, Syria, aml Lebanon to the Medi- 
terrantan coast, a distance wf 1,100 miles, 
Civilization is influencing this once forbidden 
land. Caravans of American-made jeeps and 
trucks have replaced the cumbersome carmel, 

Important railways are shown in halftone 
lines, a technique designed to improve the 
legibility of the map, Drawn in two weights, 
heavy for international railroads and light for 
others, the routes do not obscure the type, 
vet can be followed unbroken.

Many Places Have New Naine 


The map, 32 by 28% inches, contains §,085 
place nomes. Of these 1.000 are new spellings 
or new designations. Its scale is-1:7,500,000, 
or LI84 mile to the inch, 

For this map The Society bas used an in- 
genious new projection, the Chamberlin Tri- 
metric, devised by staff cartographer Well- 
main Chamberlin. 

Hitler's occupation of Auetria in March, 
1938, set off a Series of drastic changes in 
the map of Europe, which hal been stable 
since the Treaty of Versailles, Hener, states- 
men and cartographers usually use miaps dat 
ing from about January 1, 1938, for com- 
parison with those of today iin poting boundary 
changes. 

To show exactly what areas changed soy- 
ereignty, a two-page map is presented on 
pages $28 and 829, 

This auilne map indicotes both the 1935 
and 1949 boundaries, revealing at a glance the 
changes wrought by these eventful vears, “The 
table on the same page shows how much terri- 
tury the various countries have gainer] or lost, 
and at whose expense or prolit. 


The Society's New Map of Europe and the Near East 


By 10 successive supplement maps the 
“ational Geographic Society has kept its 
members informed of changes in Europe's 
ever-Huid frontiers since 1900. For their 
beneht and in response to demand from the 
press, tadio, and students of international 
afiairs The Society, in the last 11 years, has 
published 11,950,000 copies of eight separate 
maps in color showing the whole or part of 
Europe and the Near East,* 

These maps are dated and show the de 
facto boundaries of stutes as they existed at 
the time of publication. The conquests. of 
Hitler and Mussolini can be followed with 
accuracy, The partition of Poland and the 
step-by-step breakup of Czechoslovakia are 
clearly indicated; the fate of the Baltic 
States, of Finland, Bessarabia, Mermel, anil 
Wilho, all headline news a few years ago, are 
but a few of the many territorial changes 
shown on National Geographic maps. 

Three Countries Reappear on Map 

Though four years have elapsed since Ger- 
marys capitulation, the Allied Powers have 
not doreed upon a German or Austrian peace 
treaty, 

In Paris, on February 10, 1947, treaties of 
peace were concluded with Italy, Finland, 
Hungary, Romania, and Bulgaria, With the 
exception of Bulgaria, each country lost terri- 
tory. Hungary's loss, however, was only 25 
square miles, The United States signed four 
of these treaties, but not the one with Finland: 
we were never at war with that country. 

Albania, Austria, and Czechoslovakia have 
been restored as sovereign political entities, 
although bath Albania and Cyecheslovakta 
are now behind Russia's Iron Curtain. 

Little Albania lost her independence when, 
on April 7, 1939, the Fascist Mussolini Gow 
érninent invaded the 11,100-square-mile King- 
dom and Incorporated it Into the Italian 
Empire, 

Italy has renounced all claims to speciql 
interests-ot influence in Allwnin. 

In addition, Albania has acquired the for- 
mer Ualian island of Saseno (Sazan), an-ared 
of two as miles strategically located in the 
Strait of Otranto, southern gateway to the 
Aclrimtic. 

Czechoslovakia ceased to exist os a sovereign 
tite during World War I, Germany, Hun- 
gary, and Poland shared in her 1938-39 parti- 
tion, which was declared null and void by the 
Alhies, 

Slovakia, a part of the old Republic in 1938, 
declared itself independent after partition, but 
has wen returned to the reconstituted Repub- 
lic of Czechoslovakia. 
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In addition, the Czech State received a rag 
ment of Aungarion territory south of the 
Danube at Bratislava, based on the need of 
expanding that port's facilities. 

Crechoslovakia acknowledged Russia's claim 
to the 4,921-square-mile Carpatho-Ukraine 
In a treaty signed June 29, (945. Inhab- 
ited mainly by a Ukrainian population, the 
region was incluckad in the Crech State after 
World War | so that the Carpathian Muoun- 
tains would form a natural and easily de- 
fended frontier, 

The Soviet Union and the Czech Stute have 
agreed to an exchange of populations. 

Acquisition of the Carpatha-Ukraine 
brought Russia to the Hungarian frontier. 


Baltic States Lose Independence 

The Baltic: States of Estonia, Latvia, and 
Lithuania, caught in crosscurrents of German- 
Russian Intrigue, lost their independence when 
they set up Soviet-sponsored governments. In- 
corpurated into the 0.8, $. BR. in August, 1940, 
the former states are now functioning as con. 
stituent republics of the Soviet Union, Ata 
‘ingle stroke some 64,000 square miles were 
added to the Soviet Union. This acquisitian 
is net recognized by the United States, 

Memelland, 1,025 square miles, ceded by 
Lithuania to Germany in March, 1939. is now 
a part of Russia's Lithuanian Sovict Socialist 
Republic, 

The Free City of Danzig, 4 constant source 
of tension in Polich-German relations; no 
longer exists us such. The 75$4-square-mile 
area was established by the Tréaty of Ver- 
sailles (1919) and placed under-supervision of 
the Lengue of Nations, ‘Though predomi- 
nantly German in population and character, 
the free zone at the hearl of the Polish Corridor 
was created to provide Poland first-class port 
facilities.

west by 35,986 square miles of German. terri- 
tory, including Danzig, Polond has boc a met 
loss of 30,880 square miles. an dtea about 
the size of South Carolina. 

At the Crimea Conference at Yalta, early in 
1945, the United Stutes, Great Britain, and 
Russia agreed] that Poland's eastern frontier 
should follow a modification of the Curzon line, 
originally proposed in 1919 as a basis for es- 
tablishing the Folish-Russian frontier. The 
frontier is substantially the same agreed to by 
Germany and Russia after they mace a pact 
and partitioned the country at the outset of 
World War 1] (see the 1940 National Gep- 
graphic Society map of Europe). 

Poland recognized Kussia’s claims and 
signed the Soviet-Polish Treaty of August, 
1945, 

(reat Britain, the United States, and Soviet 
Russia recognized that Poland should be com- 
nenéited for her losses to Ruessin with sub- 
stantial German territory in the west and 
north, At Potsdam, pending a) permanent 
German peace treaty, Polanc) was assigned 
to administer Danzig, the sauthern half of 
Fast Prussia, and all other Geren territery 
cost of the Oder-Neisse Rivers. 


Foland Gains [nelustrics 


The new lands assigned to Poland are rich 
in. minerals, industriul areas, and agriculture. 
The Polish Stute, formerly dependent On seri 
culture, now ‘has iniportant manufacturing 
centers. 

Recest reports from Poland indicate that 
she expects to administer permanently the 
fich German territory assigned to her. The 
Germain population has been replaced with 
Polish nationals from the area ceded to Russia 
und with Poles transferred from less pro- 
ductive regions. The schools, transportation, 
and postal system have been develuped to 
tie in with the balance of the Polish State 
as a Single political woit. Polish momes for 
towns and villages have replaced the former 
Lerman. 

The question of permanent disposition of 
these German lands now in Polish hands looms 
us one of the stumbling blocks in the writing 
of the German peace treaty. 
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Two costly wars have deprived Finland of 
one-eighth af ber former territory, Her loss 
aggregated 17,780 sytiare miles, an area alu 
the sive of Mossachuseits and Vermont, 


Finland's Heavy Territorial Losses 


When Finland refused to accept Soviet de- 
mands for military advantages, Russia at- 
tacked her. Defeated in the Fitnish-Soviet 
Winter War of 1939-40, Finlind was forced 
to cede parts of Viipuri and Kuopio Provinces 
(Karelia) and a nomber of islands in the Gulf 
of Finland, and also to grant Russia a 30-year 
lease of the Hongo Peninsula. These areas 
control the sen ane Land approaches io Lenin . 
eran and other vilal points in the Sevtet 
Union. 

Farther north, in the sparsely settled Salin 
District, Finland was compelled to cede 4 
strip of territory paralleling the old Russian- 
Finnish frontier, across which the two coun- 
tries have collaborated in building -a railroad 
connecting the Murmansk line at the White 
fea with the (rulf of Bothnia, For the first 
time Russia's White Sea districts ait rail con- 
nections with Sweden across northern Finland. 

Finland was also compelled to turn over to 
Russia her (ragment of the Rybachi Peninsula, 
bordering the Arctic Qcean, which dominated 
the sea lane to her Arctic port of Petsamo. 

Under Germain pressure, and hoping to re- 
cover these lost areas, Finland, in June; 1941, 
plunged inty the seeond war with Russia. At 
the end of hostilities, in September, 19-44, 
Finland, in addition to acknowledging the 
terms of the first peace treaty, was required ta 
surrender additional territory, 

in the far north Finland lost the important 
Pettama (2 echeriga ) district, 4,235 square 
miles, The area is one of _Eurape’s chic! 
nickel-producing regions and is open to ship- 
ping all year round, 

This cost Finland het only ovtlet to the 
Arctic and brought the Russians to the border 
of Norwav. 

In exchange for Russia's agreement to can- 
eel the 30-year lease of the Hangd Peninsula, 
Finland agreed to lease for 50 years a 15()- 
squure-mile oren in the Porkkala district west 
of Helsinki, Germans held this area during 
the war and demonstrated its strategic value, 


Europe's Largest Lake in Russia 

Incidentally, Russia now contains ihe big- 
vest lake in Europe—Lake Ladoga, larger 
than the combined land area af Connecticut 
an] Delaware. Formerly on the Russian- 
Finnish border, it formed for the Finns a 
viluable defensive water hazard. Now Rus- 
Sima has ji all, 
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In June of 1940 Romania surrendered to 
Soviet demands by ceding northern Buc 
vind and the Provinee of Bessarabia, compris- 
ing [9,725 square miles. 

Bessarabia, peopled hy Ukrainiins, had 
been detached from Russia after World War T. 
The major part of the rich province is known 
now os the Moldavian Soviet Socialist Re. 
prufslic. 

Romania Jost the southern Dobruja, a 
2.92 3-square-mile region, to Bulgaria in Sep- 
tember, 1949, under Axis pressure. This 
slice of territory on the Black Sea had been 
acquited! by Romania from Bulgiria after the 
Second Balkan War (1913), | 

Rulgaria, though a member of the Axis, lost 
no territory aso result of World War IT. By 
confirming her frontiers as of January |, 1941, 
the treaty makers required Wulgaria to restore 
ai} Greek and VYoooslay territories annexe 
during hostilities, 

Old Alpine Frontier Adjusted 

France’s acquisition of five small areas, 
totaling 275 square miles; along the France- 
[talkin frontier, modifies « boundary that was 
ane of the most stable on the Continent. 

The Littl St. Bernard. and the Mount 

Thabor, Chaberton, and Cents ones, though 
sparsely inhabited. dominate the Alpine high- 
ways and slopes an the [talian side of the Alps. 
Except for hydroelectric power and small local 
industries, the regions contributed littl to 
lialy’s over-all economy. 

It was through some of these strategic 
routes that Fascist tetions launched their 
initial attack on France in 1940, With these 
smuill territoria! adjmtiments, France is now 
able to control the Alpine ridges separating the 
two countries, 

To strengthen the security of France, the 
treaty also provides that an Italian zone 12°. 
miles wide along the whole Franco-Italian 
frontier be demilitarized. 

The fifth area ceded includes the upper 
valleys of the Vésubie, Tinee, and Roya 
Rivers. Varying in width from about one to 
ten miles, the area parallels the ole frontier 
for 50 miles. Most of the population ts cen- 
tered aroutl the villages of Tenda and Briga. 
A plebiscite held in the twer commimes favored 
attachment to France. 

[taly's losses here include economic and 
stralevic advantages, for the wea has valuable 
hydroelectric stations and water power fe- 
sources. ln order not to upset the economic 
equilibrium of Ttaly's northern industrial cen- 
ters, France has agreed to furnish power to 
Italian industry. 

In the peace treaty with Italy, Yuvoslavia 


Lagosta, anid Pelagosa, 
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was given most of the Itolinn province of 
Curtzia in the Julian Alps, nearly all of the 
Istrian Peninsula, and the Ttallan enclave of 
“ara (now Zadar) in Dalmatia. 
Islands Change Sovereignty 

In addition, Italy lost a nomber of strategic 
Adriatic islands, including Cherse, Larsstna, 
thus forfeiting the 
special adventumes she formerly beld in the 
eastern Adriatic, Italy's laces amounted te 
approximately 3,020 square miles (page $26). 

The former Ttalian city of Trieste, in north- 


western Istria, was so bitterly contested for 


by both Ttaly ‘and Vugosdavia that the treaty 
makers established the Free Territory af 
Trieste, a 275-square-mile state under control 
of the United Nations, The international 
position of the area 15 nee to that held! hy 
Danzig after World War I 

Ttaly renounced in fayor ‘at Greece all claim 
to the 1.055-square-mile Italian Islands of the 
Aegean, better known os the Dodecanese. 
Though always Greek in tongue, custom, reli- 
son, and sentiment, the Dodecanese, includ- 
ing Rhodes ond Kastellorizon, never before 
have formed a part of the modern Greek 
State. 

Strategically located at the crossroads of 
three continents, the islands have been used 
us pawns in international diplomacy.  Al- 
though economically unimportant, they served 
us Fascist waned Nazi military bases which, for 
a time, hampered Allied shipping in the Medi- 
terraneam: Under Greek. administration the 
ishinds ore to remain dermilttarize. 

Although Ttaly has been stripped af ber 
Meciterranean colony of Libia and her Ease 
Afrien holdings of Eritrea ond Somaliland, 
no decision hos been made on their final dis- 
pasition, and the problem was turned over in 
Sentember, 1948, to the General Assembly of 
the United Nations for recommendation, 

Ethiopia, conquered by [talv in 1936, has 
been restored as an independent state. 


New Independent States 

A number of states enjoying varying de- 
grees of independence have acquired the 
status of sovereign mone independent states, 

Iceland, once a Dunish possession, had be- 
come, in 1918, an independent state, though 
Denmark had continned te administer Ts 
foreign affairs and Teeland had maintained 
allegiance to the person of the Danish 
King, 

Having proclaimed itself a republic on June 
17, 1944,-and severed its personal bond of 
union with the King of Denmark, Iceland 
now maintains diplomatie relations with other 
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counttics and is a member of the United 
Ans, | | 

Ireland, formerly a member of the British 
Commonwealth, cut its lest tenuous the with 
that great family of nations when it passed the 
Republic of Treland Act on December 21, 
1948, This repealed Ireland's 1936 External 
Relations Act, which had authorized the King 
of England to act as [reland’s agent in matters 
relating to foretitn affairs.

The Near Eastern States of Syria and Laeb- 
anon, formerly under French Mandate, were 
guarantecd their independence by France and 
Britain in September and October of 1941, 
The withdrawal of all foreign troops in April, 
1946, achieved complete independence, 

Under French administration, the whole re- 
gion was known as the Levant Siutes. Tt was 
divided into the Arab States of Lebanon and 
Suria. The latter included the semiautono- 
mous territories of Jebel ed rue and Latakia, 
which formed part of the central government 
at Domuascus, 

Acceding to the wishes of the people, the 
Sythe Government, by parlamentary acts of 
January, 1O4s anid 1946, formally incorpo- 
rated the lenritories as an integral part of 
the Syrian Republic. 

Hatay, once a partof the Levant States, 
was transferred bv France te Turkey in June, 
1959) increasing, the latter's area by nearly 
2,000 square miles, 

Formerly under British Mandate, the newly 
established. Ringdom of Transjurdan became 
independent, by agreement with Eritain, in 
Murch, 1946, 

The acute Pulestine problem was brought 
closer to a solution when Great Britain ex- 
pressed ber Intention to terminate by Muy 15, 
)045, her mandate over the aren, 


Palestine Partitiowed, Israel Recognized 


The United Nations appointed a Special 
Committee on Paolestine to study the difficult 
situation, “The majority report recommended 
that Palestine be partitioned into separate 
Jewish ond Arob states, with the city of 
Jerusalem administered a5 an enclave within 
Aruly territory under United Nations trustee- 
ship. 

The civ of Jaffa on the Mediterranean, 
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lying wholly within a Jewish area, was tlesig- 
mited os an Arabenclove. _ 

This report was adopted by the United 
Nations, and the boundaries as recommended 
and shown on the map make complicated. 
looking peography. 

In deference to the economic neeils of the 
inhubitants and to pepulation distribution, 

each of the proposed states is compiised of 
three separate areas connected with each other 
by a right-of-way corridor—a unique method 
af purtitioning an area. 

Jewish reaction to the partition plan was 
favorable, for it meant that the ambition af: 
centuries for a national homeland was to be 
realized, 

Immediately after Great Britain terminated

Thowh the recommendations for Palestine 
have not been accepted bv the Arob League, 
the new Jewish State of Israe] has heen recos- 
nived by many nations, including the United 
States: The boundaries es shown are not 
final, ‘Their definite determination awaits a 
favorable conclistin of present Jewish-Arob 
negotigtions. 

Sivners of the Atlantic Pact 

In Washington, 1). C.on April 4.1949) ten 
nations of Western Europe joined with the 
Vnited States and’ Canada in Sdening the his- 
toric North Atlantic Treaty “To reaffirm their 
faith in the purposes: and principles of the 
(Charter of the United) Nations and their de-. 
sire ta live in peace with all peoples ane all 
Eovernments, 

“They seek to promote stubility und well- 
being in the North Atluttic urea.” 

The map shows the European countrics 
whose Forelen Ministers signed the Treaty— 
popularly known as the Atlantic Puct—reach- 
ing from the Arctic to the Mediterranean. 
The European signatories are: Great Britain, 
Iceland, Norway, Denmark, The Netherlands,

Except for Occopied Germany. the only
